15, 1952. 

The people of Wilmington, of Massachusetts and of America 
and South Korea owe these men a debt of gratitude.

It has purchased a brick for the Korean War Memorial of 
Massachusetts. A brick in honor of those from Wilmington who 
died in. Korea. 


Tewksbury on the move

Ed Doherty and the Tewksbury Industrial Commission are on the 
move. Potentially big plans are being made for the town, and the 
industrial commission is on the cutting edge of enticing businesses 
into Tewksbury. 

The town would benefit greatly by having new businesses move 
into town. More business means more hotel-motel occupancy (for 
a gain in the motel-tax revenues), more people visiting means more 
retail sales at every level, and the town would benefit by increasing 
the number of businesses paying industrial-sized property taxes. 

And what Doherty and Co, have in mind sounds very interesting 
indeed for Tewksbury. Doherty said he keeps a number of town 
officials up to date on everything that he negotiates for the town, 
and the possibilities are growing every day. For example ... 

When I-93 was built, Tewksbury ignored it. The town could have 
had off-ramps on I-93, and all of South Strect could have been an 
industrial zone today, but the town rejected the ramps. That old 
mistake might be corrected, if all goes well. Tewksbury has no 
significant industrial areas, so the property tax burden is borne by 
residents, not by big industrial concerns. Industry is needed. 

Doherty said that up to three "very nice" restaurants are looking 
for locations in Tewksbury. That wouldn't hurt. 

A community college is eyeing three possible sites in Tewksbury, 
Doherty said. That wouldn't hurt either. 

Wal-Mart and Home Depot are coming. That won't hurt at all. 

But the biggest deal of all for Tewksbury involves Interstate 93, 
the land that abuts it, and a railroad. 

Doherty said town officials have been in close contact with U.S. 
Senators Kerry and Kennedy about building a new set of ramps for 
Interstate 93. Federal approval is required for the ramps, and the 
fog on Beacon:Hill in Boston is rumored to be even thicker than in 
Washington, if that's possible. 

What is proposed is an off-ramp and on-ramp for Interstate 93, 
The town owns large parcels of land near the highway, and there is 
discussion about the Rocco landfill site, which the town is able to 
take for back taxes. The town really doesn't want to take the Rocco 
property, however, because liability for the cleaning and capping 
of the former dump would fall upon Tewksbury, and that is far too 
expensive for the town. A widely-publicized mention about having 
an industrial tenant move in, and the new tenant would be required 
to clean and cap the dump at no cost to the town under terms of the 
deal, set countless eyebrows aflutter in Tewksbury not long ago. 
That's one aspect of the proposal. 

Industrial properties cannot be accessed through residential areas 
so no access from South Street could be used, except emergency 
vehicle access. Rezoning of the I-93 area would be asked at town 
mecting, but not yet. That's another aspect. 

Picture, someday, a business concem in the comer:of Tewksbury 
between Wilmington and Andover (a factory? a domed stadium? a 
mall?) with access only from the Interstate. No cars or traffic jams 
in Hace and the town gains the added property tax revenues. 
But wail... ! There's much more! 

Located 1 near the site is an active railroad line, and it's the same 
line being discussed as a link between Boston and Portland, Maine. 
Doherty said U.S, Senator George Mitchell of Maine is putting 
forth legislation to have the federal government fund the new rail 
improvements. The Boston-to-Maine line passes near the former 
Pease Air Force Base, now closed and idle, and by Portsmouth, 
New Hampshire, an active seaport. So, here we ‘have a set of rails 
connecting Boston with a major airport and a major seaport on its 
way to Maine, and Tewksbury one site where the rails pass near an 
Interstate highway. Lots of uncertainties, definitely, but think of 
the possibilities! Imagine all the businesses that would want to 
locate to a site with easy access to rail, air, sea and highways! 

The value of such a site wouldn't be counted in mere millions. 

Interesting, isn't it? 

It's possible, it's do-able, and it's good to know there are people 
like Ed Doherty working on projects of (Ris magnitude. Landing a 
community college would improve the town, but why not dream? 
Why not swing for a home run? 

Tewksbury deserves the best, and here's the chance to get it.

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“The Forgotten War" 


The Korean War, 1950-1953, is 
called the "forgotten war" by some, 
but never by those who fought it. 

Though termed a "police action" 
by the U.S. goverment, the fighting 
was very real, very bloody, and the 
action in Korea was a genuine war. 

For those who are too young, and 
for those who have forgotten, what 
follows is a history of the Korean 
War, 1950-1953.

The year was 1950, - 

The Second World War was over 
less that five years, the memories of 
war still fresh, when war erupted 
again. 

At dawn on June 25, 1950, North 
Korean forces attacked across the 
38th Parallel, opening what today is 
known as the Korean War. 

The groundwork for the Korean 
War was laid over the course of 
centuries, as other nations did battle 
in what has been called "the Hermit 
Kingdom" of Korea. Commodore 
Perry's "opening" of Japan to the 
outside world was rejected by the 
Koreans, where ships were burned 
and their crews slaughtered. 

The most important factor which 
led to the Korean War, however, 
was the occupation of Korea by the 
armed forces of Japan, which came 
about after the Russo-Japanese War 
and the obliteration of the Russian 
Fleet in 1905, Japan occupied the 
Korean peninsula until the end of 
the Second World War. 

But the fall of Japan in 1945 lefta 
power vacuum, which the Russians 
filled quickly, to devastating effect 

Josef Stalin made quick work of 
Korea after the Japanese fell, with 
Communist cadres into the political 
and social life of the war-ravaged 
"Land of the Morning Calm." One 
of the cadres was Kim Sung Chu, a 
vetcran of the Red Army, who later 
would take the name of a genuine 
Korean hero: Kim II Sung. 

The 38th Parallel was picked as 
an arbitrary line, to separate where 
the Japanese would surrender to the 
Americans, and whcie they would 
surrender to the Soviets. A force 
of 100,000 Soviet soldiers entered 
the country on August 12, 1945, a 
mere two days before the surrender 
of Japan, through the common bor- 
der with Siberia. 

The agricultural south of Korea, 
with 21 million people, depended 
upon the industrial north during the 
rare times of peace, but the Soviet 
landlords quickly cut off the flow 
of goods and services across the 
38th Parallel, and North Korea 
retreated behind the Iron Curtain. 
The Soviets in 1945 called for a 
Joint Commission to study creation 
of a single, free government for all 
of Korea, which would take place 
in 1950, But the Soviets had other 
things in mind. 

The Soviets were instead arming 
and training the North Koreans for 
the war that would come. 


-- The war begins -- 


Surprise was the greatest weapon 
used by North Korea, and the attack 
took the world by surprise. Troops 
advanced on the 38th Parallel over 
a ten day period prior to the attack, 

‘and there was a peace proposal by 
the Soviets to join the two Koreas, 
in the days just before the war. 

The array of military forces was 
clearly in the North's favor, at the 
beginning. North Korea could field 
135,000 combat troops, while the 
Southern forces numbered 98,000 
Republic of Korea (ROK) troops, 
of which only 65,000 were located 


in "combat" units, plus the national 
police force of 45,000. 

The attack began all across the 
38th Parallel, with North Korean 
armor punching gaping holes in the 
ROK lines, with Soviet T-34 tanks. 
Three days after the first shot was 
fired, Seoul, the capital of South 
Korea, was captured and the South 
Korean army was on the run. 

And it didn't stop there. 

North Korean units continued to 
push south, and on the fourth day of 
the invasion, the Soviet Union was 
guilty of perhaps the worst blunder 
in military history. The USSR did 
not have its UN ambassador present 
when the United Nations Security 
Council voted to commit military 
forces to the Korean war. A Soviet 
veto would have overturned the UN 
decision, but instead free nations 
lined up to assist South Korea, 

The North Koreans contin 
roll south, in a four-prong a , 
and they came dangerously close to 
attaining their goal of "uniting" the 
Korean peninsula. The Americans 
did not take North Korean's attack 
seriously, at first, and many felt the 
conflict would be through in just a 
few days. Not so. Surrenders and 
retreats were common, including a 
number of military embarassments 
suffered by American units. 

As the enemy troops and tanks 
pushed south, the defenders were 
backed up into the city of Pusan, 
both the best deepwater port in 
Korea and the point furthest from 
the fighting. By September, North 
Korean forces were encircling the 


* city, including Masan and Taegu 


The allied forces were penned up 
in the Pusan Perimeter, an 80 by 50 
mile rectangle, while the rest of the 
peninsula belonged to the enemy 
However, American air power and 
sca strikes ripped the Communists 
supply lines, and the influx of fresh 
troops into Pusan actually turned 
the force advantage to the Allies 
favor. 

But UN Supreme Commander 
General Douglas MacArthur had a 
plan, which he began forming at the 
very outset of the fighting. After he 
overcame considerable reluctance 
from his superiors, MacArthur was 
able to pull off the greatest amphib. 
ious landing in history, at Inchon. 

The western port of Inchon was 
perhaps the worst possible place in 
the world for amphibious landings 
Tides in the bay ran from 26 to 36 
feet, second highest in the world, 
and broad mud flats combined with 
a narrow ship channel made it sheer 
suicide for any ship caught by an 
outgoing tide. Sea walls around the 
port promised to make life difficult 
for the U.S. Marines as well, 

The landing at Inchon had to be 
timed with the phase of the moon, 
so that the ships would come in on 
the highest possible tides, The only 
possible dates were September 15, 
October 11 or November 3, and the 
gencral picked the carliest possible 
date -- September 15, 1950. 

Incredibly, the landing at Inchon 
was a complete success. The North 
Koreans dismissed the possibility of 
a landing due to the natural features 
and they were. caught unawares. 

The Inchon landing severed the 
supply lines serving the Communist 
forces, which added to an offensive 
launched from the Pusan pocket, 
spelled military disaster for the 
North Koreans. The Allied forces 
swept in from the sea and up from 
the southern tip of Korea, and then 
came the United Nation's turn to 
enjoy chasing down an enemy in 
full, headlong retreat. 
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in Korea

The Communist’ retreat turned 
into a rout, with Scoul returning to 
Allied hands by September 28, but 
the Allies didn’t bother to stop at 
the 38th Parallel, despite warnings 
by the People's Republic of China 
The ROK troops and UN forces 
continued charging north, until all 
but a few miles of North Korea had 
been taken, including the capital of 
Pyongyang, in mid-October, 1950 


-- Enter the Chinese -- 


The Chinese, however, were not 
bluffing when they lashed out at the 

American war of invasion" against 
their "peace-loving" neighbor 

By carly November, a buildup of 
Chinese forces was documented and 
the Chinese moved across the Yalu 
River separating Manchuria from 
the peninsula, in huge numbers 
The Allics grossly underestimated 
the Chinese troop movement into 
North Korea, and the Communists 
put some 30 full divisions in the 
field, occupying the strip of North 
Ko that the Allies hadn't yet 
taken. MacArthur begged the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff for permission to 
destroy the bridges across the Yalu, 
but was denied permission to touch 
Chinese territory. The Red Army 
clashed with UN units, then broke 
off, and attacked again in strength, 
at roughly the same time as Gen. 
MacArthur's “final offensive" to 
end the war, in November, 1950. 

MacArthur and the Allies were 
stunned by the size and ferocity of 
the Communist attack, which saw 
Chinese troops and Sovict supplies, 
assisted by remnants of the North 
Korean forces. The North Korean 
units that were cut off during the 
UN advance began harassing supply 
lines, complicating the Problems. 
The Chinese came in waves, putting 
the Allies to rout. 
Worse, winter had begun. 
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Heroics abounded during the big 
Chinese push, including the famous 
battle at the Chosin Reservoir, the 
“Frozen Chosin" as it came to be 
called, on December 10. A Marine 
Division was cut off and tapped 
near the Chosin Reservoir by 12 
Chinese divisions, and their escape 
became the first-ever retreat in the 
history of the U.S. Marine Corps. 

Then again, once surrounded it is 
impossible to retreat, so the famous 
saying that the Marines are "mercly 
attacking in another direction" may 
indeed be accurate 

The Communist Chinese advance 
was just as ferocious, and nearly as 
effective, as the North Koreans’ at 
the start of the war. Scoul. fell to 
the Chinese army on January 4 of 
1951, and UN forces recaptured the 
capital city after heavy fighting on 
on March 14. The Chinese forces 
advanced beyond the 38th Parallcl, 
and bitter fighting moved the front 
lines back and forth for months 


Fighting raged on throughout the 
year and into 1953, while cease fire 
talks dragged on. The largest of the 
Chinese Communist offehsives of 


1953 came on July 13, exactly two 
weeks befoye an official cease fire 
was signed, “ending” the Korean 
war and establishing the DMZ, or 
Demilitarized Zone, which is still 
in place. 

The cease fire has been in placéin 
Korea from July 27, 1953 until the 
present day. No armistice was ever 
signed, so the Korean War never 
ended officially. The cease fire has 
lasted 40 years, and the anniversary 
will be marked next week. 

But it is only a cease fire, and not 
a peace. The Korean War remains 
“on hold” for now, as it has since 
the cease fire went into effect

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Fiorenza earned hero's return 


by Jeff Nazzaro 

Al Fiorenza joined the army 
fresh out of Wilmington High 
School. Stationed at Fort Bliss, 
Texas in 1950 as a corporal in the 
famed Ist Cavalry Infantry 
Division, Fiorenza received his 
orders and along with his division, 
was shipped to Korea in early 
1951. 

Fiorenza became a Browning 
automatic rifle (BAR) man, a 
hand-held light machine gun used 
by U.S. troops in World War II 
and Korea and fired either from 
the hip or from the ground 
mounted on a bipod. 

Fiorenza landed with his division 
at Inchon and spent roughly the 
next year and a half entrenched in 
bitter combat in Korea. He was 19 
years old. 

Al returned to Wilmington in the 
middle of 1952 a highly decorated 
combat veteran. For his efforts in 
the Korean War he received the 
Silver Star, the Bronze Star, the 
Purple Heart and the Combat 
Infantry Badge (CIB), given for 
Participation in actual infantry 
combat. 

Fiorenza, who has resided in 
Wilmington since 1946, now runs a 
successful banquet hall, the Casa di 
Fior, He has a wife, Paula, six 
children, Al Jr., Barry, Paul, Lee, 
Robin and Milana and a 
stepdaughter, Kristen, 

In addition, Fiorenza currently 
serves on the Massachusetts Korean 
War Veterans Committee, which 
has raised over $400,000 towards 
the Completion of the Korean War 
Memorial in Massachusetts 

Back in Korea, 1951, the future 
was more than half the world away 
from Al Fiorenza, Over 11 "000 
miles from Wilmington, Fiorenza 
had to contend with a determined 
enemy and endless hills, cach 
representing a new struggle. Love 
of his country and an indomitable 
sense of duty and survival kept 
Fiorenza going during his extended 
tour of duty in Korea. 

"You had to do your duty for 
your country," he said, “and the 
way’ I felt was if I died, 1 died for 
my country because I love my 
country."

Silver Star 

When he first came home from 
Korea, Al Fiorenza blocked the 
war from his mind as best he could 
and concentrated on building his 
string of successful businesses, 
stopping later to reflect on 
everything he had been through-as 
a young BAR man fighting a 
foreign war. 

Forty years later, it is still 
difficult for Fiorenza to talk about 


the gunfight on October 5, 1951 
that would end with his being 
awarded the Silver Star for 


gallantry in combat. 

"You don't actually go to win a 
Silver Star [Medal], it's just 
something that happens," Fiorenza 
said with reserve 

What happened that 
Fiorenza's company was pinned 
down under heavy fire from two 
enemy machine nests on a hill 
chillingly referred to as “Bloody 
Baldy." 

The only way for the Americans 
to advance was to climinate the 
machine gun nests, and that is what 
Fiorenza did, single-handedly with 
grenades and his BAR. His

Purple Heart 
The Korean War carried an 
extremely high casualty rate for 
American soldiers, with 54,000 
KIA (killed in action) in three 
years of fighting (compared to 
58,000 KIA in 10 years of combat 
in Vietnam, for instance) 
Positioned on yet another hill 


later in the war, Fiorenza's 
company was barraged with 
high-velocity rocket shells, 


shrapnel from which hit Fiorenza. 
On this occasion, he was saved by a 
rifle, this time in a defensive 
capacity. 


j 

"IT had [an M1] rifle beside me 
that got hit with a piece of shrapnel 
and was cut in half or I would have 
been killed," Fiorenza recalls, 
"Thank God I had that rifle there." 

Due to shortages of troops, 
Fiorenza was patched up by field 
medics and sent back to the front 
lines. Later he received the Purple 
Heart for wounds inflicted during 
combat. 

Fiorafiza saved the rifle that 
saved his life, getting as far as San 
Francisco with it before the 
government took it away. 

"I wanted [the rifle] for a 
souvenir. It was of no use to the 
government, but they wouldn't let 
me keep it,” Fiorenza remembers. 


“An intensive war" 

In a war with such a heavy 
casualty rate, Al Fiorenza docs not 
“remember too many people being 
with me, because the war was so 
intensive, basically everybody was 
either killed, wounded, MIA 
[missing in action], or captured," 
he recalls. 

With constant-rotation of troops 
and the ever-present enemy, one of 
Fiorenza's best and most trusted 
friends became who he refers to as 
his assistant, a Korean member of 
the Civilian Transportation Corps 

Moon Somboy was in his carly 
teens and carried Fiorenza's bipod, 
used to mount his BAR, and 
bandoliers, or belts of ammunition, 
to be used in the BAR. Fiorenza 
has since tried, but has not been 
able to locate Somboy in Korea 


A hero's return 
Fiorenza may not agree with all 
the politics involved in the Korean 
War, but he is firm in’ his 
conviction that "[the United States} 
did win our [the Korean] war.” 
Proof of victory for Fiorenza 


Most sacred of 
all fraternities

Perhaps the most sacred of all 
fraternities has no predetermined 
affiliation with Greck letters, 
temples or rituals. There is no set 
organization and membership, and 
this fraternity has no barricrs of 
race, religion, nationa) origin or 
even gender. In fact, there is only 
one condition: that the members be 
veterans of combat. 

Those of us who have not fought 
in combat can never hope to 
understand what it must be like to 
engage in war. Combat veterans 
form a special group of men and 
women throughout history. 

The feeling of pain, commitment 
and sacrifice can not be found in 
any book, newspaper, video game, 
simulation or "war games." 

Only those who have taken up 
arms for their country or their 
cause and been positioned on the 
front lines of a military battle zone 
can understand what is like to be a 
combat veteran, 

But there is a still more reverent 
group. A solemn, silent fraternity 
made up of those making the 
ultimate sacrifice - those who have 
died in combat for their country 
Included among those are the some 
54,000 Americans killed in the 
nearly three years of bloody 
fighting on the rough terrain of 
Korea. 

The Korean War, officially a 
United Nations police action, was a 
very real and full scale war to the 
men who fought it. 

Fought in the Cold War shadow 
of the Big One, World War II, and

does not come through any 
buried under the national rifts 
forged along political and 


generational lines by the 
controversial fighting of the war in 
Victnam, the Korean War has often 
been called "The Forgotten War 
But death is no less permanent to 
the soldiers or painless to the 
families of those who lost their 
lives in Korea. For this reason, 
both casualties and survivors of the 
Korean War must be remenibered 


for their bravery, loyalty and 
sacrifice to and for our nation 
July 27, 1993 marks 40 years 


since the signing at Panmunjom of 
the Korean armistice which divided 
the small, Asian nation at the 38th 
parallel. The anniversary wil be 
memorialized in Boston on that day

What better way to ease that dusty 
summer throat than with a beer? 

Okay, so beer isn't a good choice 

to quench a thirst, since the alcohol 

dehydrates you more than you'll 


gain by consuming so much fluid, . 


but who cares? On a hot, scorching 
day, if you had a choice between a 
cold beer and a garden hose, which 
would you reach for? Beer! See? 

Sadly, the American beer drinker 
is a dull, uneducated creature. 

To most Americans, Budweiser is 
beer, and the two words mean the 
same thing. All the others -- Coors, 
Miller, Schlitz, Carling, Rolling 
Rock, take your pick -- are simply 
variations on the theme, 

(Now, don't start arguing over 
the taste of Bud vs. Carling. That 
isn't the point here. Not at all.) 

All of the beers named represent 


one -- repeat ONE -- style in what 
is a wide galaxy of malted barley 
bevertiges known as beer. If all you 
drink is Bud, you have no idea what 
you're missing. For example, the 
difference between Busch, Bud and 
Michelob is the quality of the hops 
used. Nothing else. Identical. 

Bud is a lager, which the rest of 
the world knows as American light 
lager. (And "light" American beer 
is insulting!) "Lager" means "age" 
in German, and lagers are known 
for mellow flavor. Simply put, 
they're bland. Blah. Nothing. 

Actually, lagers came into vogue 
in World War Two, when the men 
went off to war and the womenfolk 
stayed behind to run the factories. 
Brewers wanted to sell more beer 
to these new working ladies, so they 
pushed the lagers. Gone were the 
robust brews from yesteryear, full

of character and flavor, but they're 
starting to make a comeback. Real 
beer is once again appearing on our 
store shelves, if you have the guts to 
break out of the Bud fixation. 

Here's a breakdown on some of 
the different, interesting, unusual 
beers now available: 

Ale - Lots of variety. Ballantine 
is the best-known U.S. ale, but it's 
only fair. Instead, try such gems as 
Samuel Adams Boston Ale, the new 
Miller Reserve Amber Ale, and'my 
favorite, Harpoon Ale. Most ales 
are light in color, but the taste is 
much more interesting than a lager 
because ale uses different yeast and 
brewing style. (But not all new ales 
are wonderful -- Ipswich Ale, made 
in Massachusetts, has an interesting 
bottle, and nothing else. Yuck!) 

Brown Ale -- Differing from 
the lighter ales, a brown ale boasts a 
rich, even nutty flavor. England's 
Newcastle Brown Ale is the best- 
known, but it's bland in comparison 
to some of the American Brown 
Ales, such as the overpowering but 
delicious Pete's Wicke I think 
of Pete's as Klingon beer -- tough! 

Pale Ale -- England loves a pale 
ale, and Bass Pale Ale is king. Try 
the best first, then try the others. 


India Pale Ale -- When Great 
Britain had soldiers in India, they 
wanted a pale ale that could survive 
the long ocean trip, so they made 
"India" Pale Ale, with lots of hops. 
Try a single before you buy a case, 
because this brew has more flavor 
in one bottle than you get in a whole 
barrel of Bud. The Frank Jones 
Brewery out of Portsmouth, N.H., 
makes a fine India Pale Ale, if you 
have the nerve 

Bock -- Bock beer is a specially 
brew made only in spring by the 
Germanys. Only in America could 
they come up with the stupid notion 
that bock is made from the dregs of 
the barrel, Not so! Bock has a deep 
red color with a rich, malty flavor. 
Aubut’s had Oldenburg Brewery's 
"Outrageous Bock" this spring, and 
I wish I'd bought the whole supply 
Wonderful, rich, tasty stuff 

Double Bock -- Samucl Adams 
(Boston Beer Co.) ficlds about the 
only doublebock I've seen here. No

other beer can match a doublebock 
for intensity, with twice the flavor 
of a single bock and twice as much 
alcohol. Wow! A "double" is too 
much for guzzling, but a single is a 
challenge for the adventurous. Pick 
one up and you'll known why. 
Stout -- As the name implics, this 
is hearty stuff. The flavor is strong 
but the alcohol level isn't as heavy 
as you'd think. Beer lovers around 
the world revere Guiness, the king 
of stouts, but there are others. Sam 
Adams makes a great Cream Stout, 


and the British send us Mackeson,a EYP J 


"sweet" stout, which may surprise 
you! Once your taste buds become 
educated to real beer, graduate to a 
stout when you want real flavor. 


Amber -- Where does it fit? Fair 
question, but hard to,answer. Taste 
a Catamount Amber, made by the 
brewery of that name in Vermont, 
and you may make a new friend for 
years to come. Here, kitty, kitty! 

Lager -- We have to mention the 
lagers, don't we? After Budweiser 
is dismissed, there are some tasty 
lagers to try. Imports such as Becks 
and St. Pauli Girl have more hops 
than the American brews, which is 
where they: get their bitterness. And 
there are dark lagers worth a taste, 
from Michclob "Classic Dark" to 
the imports such as dark Heinckens 
and others, Americans fell in love 
with Samucl Adams lager, which 
has a rich, malty flavor unusual for 
an American beer, but don't bother 
with Coors's Killian's Irish Red. It 
used to be as "Irish Red Ale" 
but Coors made ita lager. Boring! 


This list is very, very short, by 
the way. There are dozens of beer 
styles omitted, from porters and 
Dortmunders to bitters and wheat 
beers, and listing all the individual 
brands would fill this page. Yes! 

This summer, take the plunge into 
real beer. Once you discover how 
delicious an India Pale or American 
“Brown Ale can be, you'll learn that 
Budweiser is but a small island ina 
vast world of terrific beers. They 
cost more, but you get more, too! 

This summer, explore the brave 
new world of beer. Good hunting!

The Reading Municipal Light 
Department recently presented 
each of its four member 
communities with an in-lieu of tax 
payment for the period July 1, 
1993 to December 31, 1993. The 
total amount distributed to the 
towns of Reading, North Reading, 
Wilmington and Lynnfield for the 
six month period was $219,156.46 
bringing the total of such payments 
made by the RMLD since 1990 to 
nearly $1,375,000. 

According to RMLD General 
Manager Len Rucker who 
presented the payments to the town 
mangers, the RMLD will make 
another $219,156.46 payment to 
the communities for the six month 
period beginning December 31, 
1993, 

During the recent distribution of 
in-ligp of tax payments, the Town 
of Wilmington received 
$131,039.63. Since 1990, the 
RMLD has returned $790,249 to 
the Town of Wilmington in the 
form if in-lieu of tax payments. 

"The payments were calculated 
by using a formula created by the 
RMLD and the four member 
communities as part of its 30 year 
agreement with those 
communities," Manager Rucker 
said. "These voluntary payments 
demonstrate our support of the 
agreement which received the 
approval of all four RMLD 
communities, their representatives 
and local legislative leaders." 

The 20 year agreement referred 
to by Manager Rucker is the result 
of a bill drafted by the RMLD 
along with representatives of the 
four communities which was 
subsequently passed by the mass. 
Legislature in 1990. As part of the 
agreement, the utility pays in-lieu 
of tax payments to the four 
communities and the communitics 
agree to purchase power from the

The 'new guy' goes fishing 


by Bill Conlon 

Sunrise, and all the-other boats in 
the tournament are lined up along a 
beach, waiting for the start, Check 
out what the other guys are using, 
schmooze a bit. 

Another bright summer morning, 
another fishing tournament, and yet 
again I'm about to fish for bass in a 
pond that I've never scen before in 
my life. Oh, lovely. 

(Whenever possible, try to fish a 
“tournament” pond in advance of 
the tournament, just as a golfer will 
try to play a few rounds on a course 
before the big event:) 

The whistle blows, and we're off 
to fish. The muscle boats leave big 
wakes that I bob through, heading 
for God knows where. 

Now what? 

Fishing a pond for the first time is 
difficult, at best, The locals know 
every square inch, every bump and 
every log, but you don't. You're 
the "friendly new guy” and you've 
got minutes, not hours or days, to 
learn where the fish are hiding. 

First order of business -- switch 
on the fish finder. Learning how 
the bottom is structured will give 
you a big advantage. If you're 50 
yards from shore and sitting in two 
feet of water, it's safe to guess that 
it remains shallow all the way in. 

But if you're 50 yards out and in 
15 feet, that's different! There's a 
much steeper slope down below, an 
indication that the fish can forage in 
the shallows, then bug out for the 
deeps when it gets too bright. Any 
move across the water is done with 
an eye on the sonar, looking for any

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underwater abnormality, If 1 don't 
use it now, save it for later. 

Fishing shallow is my preference, 
and it seems to work early. Later 
on the bass will move deeper, but in 
the first hours of a derby {here may 
be some nice fish lingering near the 
shore. My first cast is usually into 
the shallowest water, inches from 
shore, with rubber worms. 

Run the colors to find what they 
want. First purple, then red, then 
black, then try any color left in the 
box. Four casts for each color, and 
if there are no hits, switch. Rubber 
worms, for me at least, are as good 
as a gauge for secing how many fish 
are in a given spot. If the worms 
are hammered on every throw, its a 
good day for worms. If nothing at 
all happens, time to move. 

Well, maybe a couple of tosses 
with a floating plug, maybe a Tiny 
Torpedo, to see if they're looking 
up. Can't skip all the fun, can we? 

By 9 o'clock, shift to the deep side 
of the lily pads. Rubber worms (if 
they worked in the shallows) right 
in the thick of the pads, and worked 
into the deep. Maybe a few casts 
with Slugg-Os, in the thick, to see if 
they're rowdy enough to bust up a 
wounded minnow. 


If nothing there, try deeper water 
near the pads, with sinking Rapalas, 
jigs of many colors, then a toss or 
two with spinnerbaits, just in case. 
Fish don't always bolt for the deep 
when the sun is up; often they hang 
in about 10 feet of water, just a few 
steps off the lily pad edge, trying to 
ambush whatever happens by. But 
most of the time, they hide under 
the pads and hit rubber worms, up 
until about noon. 

When lunch time rolls around, hit 
the deep spots if the pads run dry. 
Now is the time to use the info from 
the depth finder. Any bumps on the 
bottom, or submerged ridgelines or 
obstructions, are visited. Hit the 
sides of the ridges first, then across 
the top, with a tube jig, and-run the 
colors like I did with the worms in 
the shallows. Some day they want 
red jigs, other days they prefer the 


white ones, and for no reason that 
anybody can tell, on odd-numbered 
Saturdays they want yellow. 

After the jigs are the Countdown 
Rapalas, first gold then silver, since 
these lures can be worked at any 
depth. Try deep first, then make 
successive runs shallower. The bass 
may be hanging above the ridge, or 
to one side, suspended, 

And that's my strategy for fishing 
a strange pond for the first time. 
Sometimes it works, and sometimes 
it doesn't. Well, better leave that at 
“somettmes it does.” 

By this point in the tournament, I 
either have a couple of nice fish in 
the live well, or I'm frustrated as 
hell and ready to go home. Am I 
doing something wrong? 

Oh, well. There's always next 
week's derby.

Wilmington selectmen vote to 
destroy Bull Mastiff 


by Jeff Nazzaro 

After nearly two hours of 
testimony and discussion Monday 
night, the Wilmington Board of 
Selectmen voted 4-1 to have 
Hooch, a Bull Mastiff dog owned 
by the Bourques of Railroad 
Avenue, put to sleep. 

Selectman Robert Cain voted 
against the measure after an 
amendment he proposed to have 
the dog saved by the Bull Mastiff 
Rescue League was voted down, 
3-2, by the board. 

Hooch, who was reported loose 
by the Bourques on 11 different 
occasions, was complained about to 
the board by Theresa Manganclli 
of Washington Avenue. The 
Manganelli's beagle, Bingo. Starr, 
was attacked by Hooch while 
leashed on the Manganelli's 
property. 

Emotions ran high on both sides, 
as first Manganelli and then the 
Bourque's presented their stories. 

Bordering on tears, Manganelli 
recounted the attack on her dog in 
detail, noting she felt "helpless and 
violated" after the incident. 

To protect her dog and her three 
young children, Manganelli had a 
$5,500 fence installed around her 
yard. 

Meanwhile, the Bourques 
contended that their dog is friendly 
and “likes to wander." There have 
been no reports of Hooch attacking 
a person; however, he attacked the 
Bourque's next door neighbor's 
dog on three instances prior to his 
assault on Bingo. 

In the end, the Bourque's 
inability to contain their dog 
consistently weighed against them. 
The board of selectmen heard a 
similar case on June 14 and voted 
to have that dog restrained. 

After a motion was made by 
Selectman Michael McCoy to have

f it's not one thing, it’s 
I another. In April, we 

thought more snow was on 
the way to close out a miserable 
winter season.

Anyone remember the last 
time this area was hit with a 
good, solid rainy day? Well, area 
firefighters can't remember 
either. If conditions don’t 
improve soon, rumor has it 
they're all getting together one 
of these nights for a group Rain 
Dance, 

Okay, maybe the rain dance 
is pushing things a bit, but dry 
weather and brush fires are 
causing some serious problems. 
Even Tuesday morning's rainfall 
wasn't much help. In: many 
recent wildfires, embers burn as 
deep as a foot below ground 
level, making~ them nearly 
impossible to extinguish. Flare- 
ups have been continuous. 

For the last two weeks, state 
environmental officials have

said the danger of wildfires is at 
a 10-year high, or possibly 
worse. State Director of Forests 
and Parks Stephen Carpenter 
said the dry conditions are the 
worst in 30 years. As a result, 
eastern Massachusetts — is 
presently under a temporary 
“No Open Burning” order. 

“We won't feel really comfort- 
able until we get about five or 
six inches of rain,” Carpenter 
said. “Due to the extremely dry 
conditions we've had...that pre- 
sents a real problem.” As for 
light rainfall earlier this week 
“We don't consider that suffi- 
cient. The danger is still there.” 


The National Weather Service 
recorded May rainfall levels to 
be only one-third its < verage 
Just over one inch fell, with the 
average being slightly over 
three. In June, even less rain 
fell, and so far in July, only one 
inch has fallen. Combined with 
sunny days and fairly strong 
winds, brush fires are having a 
field day.

would not exist because pe@ple 
would pick up after themselves 
and put out campfires while 
youths would not feel compelled 
to start senseless fires. 
Unfortunately, there’s no such 
place, State environmental offi- 
cials say the vast majority of 
wild fires are caused by people 
who are either careless, or light 
fires intentionally. 

A smoldering campfire ember 
or a discarded cigarette is all it 
takes to get a brush fire rolling. 
Other wildfires can be caused by 
hot dirt bike mufflers coming in 
contact with dried-out weeds, or 
just plain arson. 

Try this on tor size: An elder- 
ly man and his wife, traveling 
cross-country in an RV, with 
their car in tow, were driving 
through Idaho a few weeks ago 
when one, of the car tires went 
flat and began burning. From 
the front seat of the RV, the cou- 
ple did not realize what hap 
pened. 

Apparently, some of the 
sparks or burning rubber made 
its way to the edge of the forest, 
where a massive fire began and 
wound up burning thousands of 
acres. As a result, state officials 
sent the couple a bill for one 
million dollars in firefighting 
costs, The couple is disputing 
the case. Stay tuned.
